Feeding Horses. 
In comparison with the ox, the 
stomach of the horse is very small 
It is claimed that the stomach of 


the horse is only about sixteen 
quarts, so, whatever is in the stom- 
ach after it is filled must be ex- 
pelled into the intestines if feeding 


¢ is continued. In that case if the 


‘process of disgestion is incomplete 
the results in an expulsion of the 
food without serving the purpose 
for which it was intended. For 
that reason, in the use ef concen- 
trated food in connection with 
coarse fodder. there must be an 
exercise of judgment or the feed- 
ing will do little good. Thus oats 
may be fed to a horse and followed 
by hay to such an extent as to ex- 
pel the oats wholly from the stom- 
ach, in which case the only benefit 
derived is from the amount of di-

LONDON, May 15.—Tne Pall Mall 
Gazette prints the following interview 
bot wien Mr. Stead and Dr. Mackenzie:

The rumor that 
ho had asked the chaplain to pray for 
bis release from his sufferings and 
that he longed for deith were untrue, 

“It is by no means certain,“ said the 
doctor, “that he bas made up his mind 
that be is d xing. He does net eutfer 
from the cauuls, although intlamma- 
tion and sloughing away of por.ions 
of the dead cartilage cause him incon- 
venience 

** Reports of the bad odor pervading 
the sick room were gross exaggera- 
tions. Until his Majesty’s recent se- 
vere attack of illness, he sat at the 
table at meal time with bis family, an! 
went about, aud did not discuminode 
any one.“ 

Tue doctor said that if the Emperor's 
streugth improved he hoped te couid 
be removed shortiy to Piisdam. The 
Emperor isin the habit of mind com- 
mon to all chronics, who aliernate be- 
tween the belief that they will live a 
couple of years when they mentally 
plan for the futureand fear that ali 
will be over with them in a few dars. 
Although apparently robust, bis Ma- 
jesty has not much tecuperative 
power, and this circumstance would 
ba ve rendered fatal the operation pro- 
posed in May. of last year. 

Dr. Mackenzie said, in conclusion: 
„»The Einp-ror is certainly suffering 
from perichondritixs, which with the 
disease of the cartilage-, is very dau- 
gerous, though wot necessarily fatal. 
If be also has a cancer, that will nec- 
essarily prove la al sooner or later.“ 


A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


A Train Wrecked and Three Per- 
sons Instantly Killed. 
DENVER, May 15.—News has reach- 
ed here that the “Thunderbolt,” on 
the San‘a Fe, collided with a freight 
train near Fountain, at six o’cl:ck 
yesterday morning. A car of powder 
in the freight expieded, completely 
wrecking the trains and instantly kill- 
ingten and wounding many more. 

No particulars yet. 


the scene of the Santa Fe Railway ac- 
cident, state that the “thurderbol.”’ 
express Was sanding on the track in 
front of the station, wben a cabvose 
and some cars, which got loose in 
soimne way, ran down from a sidetrack 
and struck the train with terrific forces. 
A car loated wiih-naphtha +xploded 
and set the train on fire, While the 
menu were endeavoring to save the cars 
and depot, another car, containing 
powder, vaugnt on fire and exploded, 
completely demelixhing the depot, 
several dwellings and a number ot 
ars, One dwelling and the depot 
were consumed. Qee woman and two 
men were killed by the explosion, and 
sone twelve or fifieen persons wound- 
ed, none very seriously. There is a 
hole in the ground where the car 
| stood thirty feet in diameter and fif- 
1 ſeot deep. Two cars were burned, 
intsen, together with the locomo- 
tive, are more or less wrecked.

AN INDIAN AVENGER. 
An Indian Marderer Shot by His 
Victim's Brother. 

John Shay, a half- breed Indian, 
who has long been a terror to the 
Indlaus in this neighborhcol, aud 
who, it will te remembered, sse 
the Carson Tribune, killed an In- 
dian near the old round iiourge, on 
the V. & T. R. R., about a year and 
a half ago, received a mo:tal wound 
Suuday morning from a iifle in the 
hands of a br. ther of the man whom 
he murdered. ‘The shooting oc- 


curred between 9 and 10 o'clock. 
Shay was standing near the corner 
of George Meyer's store, opposite 
the St. Charles Hotel, talking to 
some other indians, with his back 
towards the Main street, when the 
revenge-secking Indian rode up on 
& mustang, and comiugto a halt, 
brought a rifle to bis shoulder and 
shet a bullet into Shay’s back. 
Shay fell to the ground, and the In- 
dian who did the -ehooting, after 
iooking at his victim a fe~ secon:-, 
rode rapidly «way and made good 
hi- escape. On examination of the 
wound it was fuud that the bullet 
had passed through the liver and 
lodged somewhere near the thigh. 
Shay was conveyed t»the Indian 
camp south of town and the doctor 
who examined him has given it as 
his opiuiou that the woundel [n- 
dian would die inside of 24 hours. 
Later — Dr. Herrick who went 
out to see Shay yesterday morning 
reports the wounded man as having 
pa sed a comfurtable night, and 
that there is a possibility of his re- 
every, although his legs are both 
peralyzed. ‘The ball app ars to
